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PREFACE. 


The CAROLS in this book have been selected from a Collection of over 500 
Christmas, and other Carols in my possession, and may be fairly said to include 
practically all those which are of GENERAL, apart from purely LOCAL, or ANTI-— 
QUARIAN -interest. Some of the following have never before been printed, and 
several others are for the first time presented in forms suitable for general 
performance. 

My own collection has been accumulating for over 50 years. As a lad of ten, 
I was a member of the choir of a village chapel near Truro, and played  succes- 
sively, the Piccolo, Flute, Clarinet, Euphonium and Bassoon. Here I had access to 
all the treasured musical MSS. of the leading musicians of the neighbourhood ; 
and as Christmas was a very special musical season, I was soon familiar with 
all the Christmas music popular in the district ranging from Truro to Falmouth, 
Helston, Redruth and Camborne at that time; with its numerous Chapels and 
miners’ choirs, undoubtedly the most musical part of the West of England. 
In later years I have copied most of the early printed and MS. Carols in the 
British Museum, whilst musical friends all over the country have sentme local 
_ “treasures” which have been duly added to my store. 

Since about the year 1860, very few Carols have been written or composed which 
have any distinctive merit or marked individuality. In the older Carols, every histo- 
rical and legendary incident connected with Christ’s Birth and Infancy had been 
exhaustively- and often inimitably- told; and nothing was left to later writers 
except what may be called “variations on well-known themes;” and although many 
Christmas Hymns with pleasing tunes have had an evanescent popularity during 
the past 30 or 40 years, nine-tenths of them are already forgotten, and there 
is an increasing tendency on every hand to return to the more robust and char. 
acteristic Carols of earlier times. 

it remains to be said that several of the Old Carols-like most of the secular 
Ballads- had no special music written for them, but were sung to any well-known 
tune of similar metre. In some cases,no associated music is known to exist; there - 
fore, it has been necessary to provide new settings, or adapt old ones, in order to 
include the Carols in this Collection.
